While Exhibits A, B and C are self-explanatory, Exhibit D is a letter. written 
by Foundation's Special Representative in Jordan. We are. also., sending under separate , 
cover exhibits E and F which contain statements purportedly implicating NOSTRIL ip 
activities which may stand some inquiry and investigation. » “ 

2*. ..Our impression is that accusations are somewhat flimsy, still there *inay be- 
element of truth. We are not very happy with some of the conclusions that NOSTRIL/ 
claims to f have reached as a result of his stay here.;? One is obviously his claim, to 
a sort of special relationship with Said MUFTI which we are compelled largely to discoibt 
T and another his stated belief that he could recruit Fawaz MAHIRw On this latter, 

Wrangel reported, totally unsolicited, that i?awaz MAHIR tol him of t NOSTRIL*? visit 9 
chiding him that "such people" were allowed to" come as Amo ri can representative, presumably 
In^representatlon of American interests. According to Wrangel, Fawaz MAHIR said that 0 
the only reason he did not throw NOSTRIL out of his^ house wa- because he came as a 
guest and in that capacity he ov*d hi® courtesy and ? hospitali /• » ' * 

3. ..We are, of course, aware that Fawa^ MAHIR himself is not a totally reliable 
person, that he harbors - ambitions to replace Sadiq SHARA and in time perhaps Ha bis 
MAJALLI, that .he 1$ all involved in a sort'.of an intelligence within intelligence work, 
which according to ODIBEX is sbuply-to serve his own personal interests. ODIBEX admit- 
tedly regards him with suspicion, while his assistant considers Fawaz MAHIR as his own 
personal arid highly productive source. ODIBEX' claims to be in total disagreement with 
his assistant. -Wrahgel himself, In making various allegations, has^ neither been precise 
nor completely consistent. Main points that Wrangel brings up against NOSTRIL are the*

Refugee in Syria named BERRITAS being sumnwned' byvNOSTRIL's brother on the, V 
occasion of death of another Circassian refugee named # Ha jj Musa NATCHU 
who died approximately in November. At time of that /visit BERRltAS ap? 5 
parent ly claimed that NOSTRILS brother in Beirut, showed BERRIT^S Tetters 
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from Soviet Russia claiming they were from his father. BERRITAS says that 
the letters were obviously a fake#

l. Hie officer who told me that he va 3 instructed by the(pB- 
PHIKa^s to watch me was Muhammad Sihaymat, chief of the political 
section in the Arab Legion. He used to be assistant to Patrick 
Coghill and was dismissed by Ali Abu Nuvvax. He is definitely pro- 
test. I cannot explain this incident. 

m. ‘ In Beirut I stayed tvomight3 in an old hotel, I think named 
the Grand Barsul. Then I moved to the Plaza at the suggestion of my 
Beirut contact. In Jerusalem I stayed at the Rational. In Amman 

I stayed in my brother's home. On my way home I stayed one night at 
the Biarritz Hotel in Beirut. 

n. I observed no indication of having been surveilled at any 
time during my tour . , I noticed nothing ^suspicious about any of the 
telephones I used but of course I did not discuss anything sensitive 
during any of my phone conversations . I phoned between Beirut and 
Asaaan but only about such normal things as my paycheck, etc. My 
name did not appear in any of the newspapers while I was there. 

* 0 . As possible cover for my return to the area I have two sug- 
gestions: (l) .as an employee of an airline, (2) to set up an insur- 

ance office. (Many companies are trying to sell insurance in the 
Middle East since I cm known to be in the insurance business 

/ already this would be perfectly logical.) My cover with the £ 
Company was, adequate and people believed it^ except for the trouoxe 
caused by Mr. Wrangel; however it would not cover an extended stay < 
in the area. At the time I left I had already run out of things to 
do in order to backstop the cover. ^ ' 

p. I woul<| consider returning under the right cover and the 
right contract. Hie most important condition would be 'that I would - 
be given adequate time, i.e., the first two months to do .nothing 
ibut cover activity — and I mean , real eight -hour day cover business.

The hotel clerk kept my passport overnight and presumably reported 
it to the police. In Jordan there was .tight police control over ev- 
erybody. Every car and bus had to maki four stops on the road be- 
tween Amman and Jerusalem,

Die two generals, Fhvaz Mahir and Izzat Kandur, are both re- 
crui table and in my opinion would be especially mseful in case the 
King changes his political orientation. J gave them. both the NATO 
f story plus a mechanism for later contact or recruitment. Mahir is 
a politician, Kandur is # tougher and more of a straightforward sol- 
dier. I left' with my contact in Jerusalem a picture which can be 
usedafor recontacting Kandur. if you wish to do so. 


v. I worked on Munib Zayn and he .was ready to go to Syria to at- 
tempt to elicit (only) information from Taba'a, but I never got ap- 
proval to go ahead. I believe if I had once got him to report I 
could ( jlater have developed a more solid relationship with him. I left 
the names of other possible informants of Zayn with my Jerusalem con- 
tact.

At 
this point X told him that I am not employed by OS Government and that I am 
sure that Mr. Wrangel is not advisor of ay Export- Import Company so do not care 
too such about him, as long £s*®y boss is satisfied.

Rumors have reached me from very reliable sources that you have 
agitated against me, that you were trying to find sympathizers and even 
witnesses; however, you have not been quite successful in this, matter, 

1, I am being blamed for unfavorably speaking of your deceased 
father whom I presumably called an oppressor and a near-assassin of the 
Circassians and in general of dll North Caucasus nationals. I wish to 
state that I am somewhat familiar with the history of the subjugation of 
the Noi^fch Caucasus; th^neme of your esteemed father has never been men- 
tioned by the North Caucasus nationals with- the same degree of hatred as 
were the names of Knoring, Kotlyarevskiy, Yenaolov and others. I also 
: know that your father, among all the generals of the Volunteer Army, 'was 
the most humane person and who understood the situation better than any- j 
body else. Thus, by .noting on paper my opinion, I am cutting off all pos- 
sible means of escape, in case of a false witness suddenly confronts me 
with the above mentioned facts . a

arrived recently and with old refugees residing in Jordan, emphasizing 
that emigration to America will not give them anything and that it would 
be better for *n of them to remain here, have never occurred and no one
